Incidents of the 'I'arte-McGreevy In- 
quiry— Tarte Accused uf Get- 
tiug- Boodle.

Ottawa, Aug. 7. — The Tarte enquiry 
was full of incidents to day, Hon. John 
Hearn, of Quebec, said he had discounted a 
note of I.,arkiii it Co. for Jfou. Tlionias 
Mc(lreevy, at Rolierl'.s request. Ho be- 
lieved Robert at the lime, but would not 
beliex'e him or Murphy on oath. Hon. 
Thomas' McGrcevy again took the stand 
and testified that he had loaned Sir Hector 
Langevin §10,000 in 1879. It had 
been renewed every (our months 
since. He (.Mr. McCreevy) himself bad 
paid the interest, ami hid taken no security 
froni Sir Hiictor. Mi'. Curraii, in the 
course of ihc eni|uiry, charged Mr. Tarlo 
with having received ¥.'i,(^K), a purl of the 
money Mr. MctJretvy IkuI secured from 
Larkin it Co. Mi-.

An Old Woman, a Kesideiit of WMte- 
chape), Found Mortally 
Wounded. 



The "Ripper" Tlieory Ilevlveil— Ther 
Police Say it is a Case of 
Snicide. 



London, Aug. 7.— Whitechapel district,, 
to-day, was again thrown into excitement- 
by the commission of a crime of a clniractcr- 
which suggests "Jack the Ripper." Karly 
thi.s morning an unknown man attackeil an 
old woman named Woolfe, a residcnl in 
Whitechapel. When aid reached her tho 
woman was mortally wounded, her throat- 
being cut and she had been stabbed in the 
body and arms. She is dying. The assas- 
sin escaped, and so far llic police are with- 
out any knowledge as to his whereabouts or 
bis identity, Clothing is known more tb^n... 
that the circumstances and t^he nature of' 
the crime point to the " Ripper " as the. 
murderer. 

It bus been ivscertaincd the woman ^^'ooIfo 
is a German who does not understand (he 
English language, liy the aid of a trans- 
lator and with iiiuch diHiculty it luis been 
gathered from her that the man sprang 
upon her and attacked her without warn- 
ing. .She suddenly saw the gliniirer of a 
knife, and niechanieally threw up her ana- 
to ward oil the blow. Then she fell lo (he- 
door-siep, where she was subseciucntly dis- 
covered. Mile was unable to make passing, 
people unib rstiind her plight, and rdiuiinedl 
until an olliccr finally came to her assist- 
ance. On the arrival of the jiolicc a. lazor, 
smeared with blood, was found lying near 
the woundeil woman. One arrest has been 
made, but it is considered uniinportniil. 

The police insist on a theory of suicide-! 
in the ca.'-e of the old woman found dying, 
this mnri.ing, from horrible wounds that 
s-.iggested the work of "Jack the Ripper." 
The police here found thai tho woman was 
insured for i'.'iO, for the benelii, of her son, 
and they allege thai she probably cut her- 
self with llie razor, in ordtr to give the iin- 
lirtssion of a "Ripper" murder, and to 
.■■ecure the insurance to her son, she )>cing 
uged and feeble, and with no interest in 
life. Physicians, however, said that it was--. 
impossible for the woman herself to havo 
inflicted the wounds, and some critics aver 
thit the police are hopeless of catching ihe - 
murderer and wish to dismiss tho crime as > 
being self perpetrated.

" Statistics" is a word too often ucceptcd 
without investigation as tlio synonym for a 
dry and uninteresting collection of figures. 
Very often — as is the cnse with a table just 
completed by tlie City AssobKor and liiiilil- 
ing IiispoL'tor — a few shoit ct.huiiiis of lig- 
ures tull tlieif story moi'C concisely, more 
accurately, and more intelligently than any 
narrative of the facts could. 

This report of Assessor Northcott's was 
completed a (lay or so ago, from llie infor- 
mation obtained in the niakinf,' up of the 
iisacssnietit roll, and ahows the nuinber and 
character of the btiililinjjs within the city 
of Victoria — the old limits— at the cloue of 
IS'JO. Of course, the buildings eroi;te<l dur- 
ing the present year — a very considerable 
number — and those in the new city limits, 
are not t iken into consideration. Tliesi; 
would form an additional one-liftli upon the 
totals, and « ill niaUe the sLiitistics for IHUl 
very different from those of last year. 

The report shows that there were at the 
close of 1890 but two four-story buildings 
in the city — whero eleven four-story, uud 
one five story building, are now in construc- 
tion ! and where two four-story buildings 
have just been completed. The total nmn- 
her of buildings, of all Icinds, is given as 
3,(iS7; Yates street ward having 
J&mea Bay ward 990, and John- 
son street 1,254. While fine brick 
blocks are steadily increasing in number 
and iinproring in quality, the cabins and 
Chinese wash houses are becoming fewer. 
There were iu the city on December Slst 
last, ,")87 wood and SO brick oabiua, and 17

ABOUT HONEY. 

The money question is one ovei which the 
politicians and the people of the Uniteii 
States are greatly cxerciacd. How arc the 
■ people to have money enough ; whether 
bhat money shall be of gold or sih'or or pa- 
per, are questions xyhich are {liscusaeil with 
great warmth and great carnestneaa. 

The ideas which many people in the 
United .States have about money, its nature 
and the work it, in fitted to do, are not very 
clear or definite. Many of them imagine 
that the Government has the power to make 
money. They think that, in order to mako 
a piece of paper which la intrinsically worlli 
only the fraction of a cent worlli cue dollar 
«r a hundred dollars, or even one thousand 
■dollars, all thiit Congress has to do is to 
pMB an not that certain words and figures 
fee printed en it. They lioneslly believe 
that Congress has power enouj^h to mako 
that almost worthless piece of paper a bill 
of great value, and can also compel tlio peo- 
ple to receive it as suoli. Others, again, 
hold tliat the Government, by putting its 
8tam|) on a piece of silver, worth in the mar- 
ket aeventy, eighty or ninety cents, can 
transform it into a coin equal in 
value to a gold dollar, and can 
force United States citizens to receive 
it in payment of the delita duo them. Con- 
gress luis already pa.ssed a law compelling 
the ( 1 o\ crnineu t to coin a largu number of 
these doUara every month, and there is a 
powerful party in the States which demands 
that all restrictions shall be taken ofT the 
coinage of silver. Tho i>arty wants to 
make tliia sliort dollar the current coin of 
the republic, and, iiulrcd, tlie only one; for 
DO one in the States will he fool eii(>iij,'h to 
pay Ilia debts in yolil dollars worlli nno 
hmndred cents each all over the world, 
when he can pay thom in pieces of silver 
worth eighty coiita, which his government 
has christened a dollar. Thou there are 
people who aay that gold .should be the only 
metal used as iiioney with a limited aniouut 
of silver, c()])per and nickel, to be employed 
rather as counters tlian as coins. These 
, people say that tho paper money issued, 
■whether by the Government or by eliarteied 
'- banks, should be rcdeemalilo with gold. 
Anotlier clnsa of ecoiiomisis contend that 
both silver uiiil gold sliould lie used as 
money, and bu made a legal lender in the 
-transaction of business between individuals 
.and between tho Government and priv.it c 
'/jitizens. 

This money controversy is carried im 
warmly in all parlsof the Uiii' ii, and the 
silver coinage (lucstioi) lias becoiiio an ibsue 
at the polls. A very large proportion of 
the electors appear to think that tho only 
.-,vay to make the times good is to coin or 
ipriat plenty of money. They seem to forget 
^tbat the wealth of a country Jooa not con- 
rSistin tho quantity of money it prj.ssesses. A 
.country that pi inlucei) nn a InindHiice of the 
neoeasaries, the coinfurls and tlie luxuries of 
life will easily lind a'l t he ni iuey it needs 
for tho purpose of facilitating their exchange 
both at home and abroad. It is the ).<)a- 
seasion of those things that makes a country 
rich and it is the want of them that cauii s 
it to bo poor. 

I)(je.s it not strike om neigliliora as net ,i 
little Hiiigiilir that in Great Dritaln very 
little, indeed, is lieard about the money 
.question? Yet Great Britain is a very rich 
country and ita commerce is greater than 
that of any other nation in tlio world. The 
money market lluetualcs there a.s it docs in 
other countrii-s, .iiid ita lliictual ions now and 
then ■•.leale alarm and c.uiaii clistrcs.s, lull no 
one proposes in a time of atiiugoiicy that 
the (jovernineiit should manufucture money 
either of paper or silver. Thinking inou 
there know that panics arc not caused by 
any scarcity of Oio circulating nuMlium, 
but chiefly by tho lack of con- 
fidonco of those who have the dis- 
posing of it, . Wlirai tlio li.eii of 
c^llit^l know that those who want to 
borrow money are houost and able to pay 
Ihe ioterest while it is on loan and to puy 



their debts when they become due, money 
is generally easy to bo obtained. Hut when 
the ciipitalista ar-j scared, when they have 
lost a great deal of money which thoy had 
lent to apparently honest people, then thoy, 
for a while, lose faith in the whole of man- 
kind and button up their pockots and 
double-lock their safes. Money is said to 
ho " tight" then. And even hoiiesl people, 
and people who aie in a good way of doing, 
lind it very hard to get money at such 
times. There ia generally in periods of 
panic plenty of money in the country, but 
it ia locked up. Making more money will 
not make the minds of the men of money 
easy, or restore their confidence in bor- 
rowers. U would, we ehould aay, rather 
have tlio contrary elVcct. It does now ainl 
then happen that gold is scarce, even in 
Great Britain, but as those wlio have gold 
know that the British are honest and able 
to pay for the use of the gold they need, 
that is, that they have i>loiitj' of natural 
wealth — money's worth — they soon get all 
tho gold I hey want. I5ul what niuat sur- 
prise those Americana who are thoughtful 
and observant is that the money theorists 
in Great Britain take a seat that Is very 
far back, and that their learned disquisi- 
tions on money are nf interest to but a com- 
paralive few. Men in hiiaimss gi iicrally 
view the lluctuatioii-s of tho money market 
aa coolly as they do those of tho corn 
uiarkcl, or the market of any other com- 
modity. 

la this bcciuiao the Biitisli are leas intelli- 
gent than tli(^ .\mericaiis, and know less 
about the philosophy of liu-iiicss, or is it 
because they are more intrlligent, and un- 
derstand the laws of political economy bet- 
ter, and apply thom more rationally / We 
will not uuderiitke to answer these ques- 
tions, but wo will say, that a " fiat money '' 
man could not find an audience in anj' part 
nf (li-eat Hi it.iiu to listen to him, and we 
arc quite aure thai an advocate of free and 
unlimited silver coinage would, very soon, 
be exposed and discredited by the business 
men of the Old Country.

It is amusing to see with what gusto the 
Liberal newsjiapers discuss tho civil service 
and public contract scandals. They are 
the sweetest morsels that they have had to 
roll under their tongues for a long time. 
Their evident enjoyment does not increase 
the spectators respect for them and for the 
party whom they npiesent and whobe caube 
they advocate. 

It ia very plain tliat lliuy look upon these 
scandals as so much political capital. They 
rejoice that the offences of tho civil ser- 
vants and tho corruption of the contractors 
have been discovered and exposed — not 
that tho civil service may be made purer or 
that a demoralizing element may be elim- 
inated from the politics of the country, but 
because they believe that the investiga- 
tions which are going [on at Ot'awa will 
result in injury to th« Conservative party 
and have the efTect, if made a right use of 
liy Liberal newspapers and Liberal slump 
orators, of materially helping them to 
attain place and power. Some of them, 
oven now, show by their manner that they 
are, by anticipation, tasting the sweets of 
olUce. But they will soon find that they 
are as fur as ever from becoming the direc- 
tors of the afl'airs of the Dominion. It 
very seldom that a party raises itself 
up merely by running the other bide 
down. The people of Canada will, 
before long, ask the railing Liberals if they 
have nothing else to offer them than 
denunciation of t'^eir opponents. They 
will give them to understand that it is ini- 
p'jssible to build a poliiical platform wholly 
out of abuse and iliiparagement. When 
they are before the people, seeking to be 
entrusted with the reins of Government, 
they will be asked what they intend to do, 
what) their policy is, or if they have any 
policy. Thoy will be required to show 
that they are both better and wiser than 
the Conservi. ves, whom they are never 
tired of abusing. It will then be found 
that they aro politically tho poorest party, 
that ever appealed to a people for support. 
They have literally no policy of their own. 
The unrestrioted reciprocity about which 
they talk so much, and boast so loudly, is 
pro])erly speaking no policy at all. 'J'hey 
cannot give the people of Canada unre- 
stricted reciprocity. It is not in their 
power to do so if they had every elector in 
Canada at thoir back. Can that be said to 
be a ]j(ilicy, which the piirly advocating it 
is poweiless lii ■irry ou'. The reader will 
not lind in ihc lii.stoiy of any ccjiisti 1 ut ional 
country a siiigli! iiistanci! of a pal ly going 
to the po'ls ou a policy which, if it wus 
returned to power, it could not carry into 
elTect. " Put us in power and we will do 
this or that, or the other for you," is invari- 
ably the language of those seeking ollicc. 
And they never promise anything that il 
is manifcbtly out (jf iIk ir i^nwri' to jiti forni. 
If they did so llioy would simply make them- 
selves ridiculous. And this ia prooiBcIy 
what tho Dominion Lil'ciiils aro doing, 
when the only plank of their platform is 
mill s'.ricteil reciprocity. 

If the Liberals expect lliat tlic people of 
til" lOominioii will place ihciii in power 
when the only thing they oiler them it is 
out of their power to give, they are very 
greatly miatakou. It would bo much more 
aensible, and infinitely more honest, for 
them to make aiiiiexalion to the United 
.Stales their plaltorm than go to 
the country b.diiiid a mask with a 
a policy which cannot lio carried 
out without the consent of the people of 
the United States, and which will only be 
accepted by them on their own terms. 

The scandals aro bad enou;;b, gcodncss 
knows, but when it is clearly known who 
aro and who are not inipliciiled in them, the 
jicople of Canada will be, indeed, badly ofl' 
lor honest and capable men to direct their 
aQ'airs, if they aro oompolled to place tho 
government of their country iu tho hands

Sriini'Ki!i,.s and the eas'ern Sugar Trust 
aro at loggerheids. Tho California mono- 
polist, knowing that the great distance be- 
tween the Atlantic shore und the Pacific 
coast mukoB reprisals on this side of the con- 
tinent iinposaiblo, lowered the price of re- 
lined sugar. Ilavenieyer was not on the 
spot at the time, ljul when he returned he 
at once proceeded to undersoil Spreckels. 
After thia second cut sugar sells in New 
\citV. for Icsa than four cents a pouutl, 
which is within three-sixteenths of a eonl 
of the price of raw sugar But on the 
I'acitic t'oast, where Spreckola is safe from 
conijietitioii, he aells his sugar for 
from five to six cents a jiouml. He 
can afford to (icll sugar qtiile as cliL"j.]ily 
on this side of the continent as ho can on the 
other, hut as there ia no Havemeyer, hero 
he charges what ho pleases. This sugar 
cutting ill the Kast shows that it ii iinjios- 
sihle for even the strongest combinati'in 
long til keep the market to itself, and il 
also shows the expense of icliiiing sugar 
must be very small imloed. for, if there ia 
a profit in selling refined sugar only three- 
sixteenths of a cent higher than what the 
raw sugar cost, it must have tukeu but a 
very small fraction of u cent per pound to 
relink it. We .see, too, from this that 
those w ho ap[)rchendc'd that the consumeis 
of sugar would receive little or no advan- 
tagi> fr. ni pulling raw sugar on tho free list 
wore aliogctlu r mistaken.

Thirteen Persona TerisU in a New 
York Train Wreck— Freight 
Cars on the Track. 



A Smoker Fail of Italians Shivered 
to Splinters, and Ail the Occu- 
paats Slain or Injured 

SVRAOUSE, N. Y., Aiigiiat 6.— Early this 
morning n west liouncl freight triiin on the 
AVest Shore railrcml htoke in two between 
Port Byron and Montezuma, and tlie fust 
St. Lcuia express following craslied into 
the rear portion. The fireman of the piis- 
senger train waa ^instantly killed, as were 
also ten Italians that were en route to 
Niagara Falls, wliile eleven were injured, 
sonic fatiillj-. Twelve cars of the frtight 
train were wrecked and i>iled up on the 
track, completely hlouking the rnad. Hardly 
a whole piece of timber was left iu the 
smoking car. The wreck took tire and the 
passenger train was burned with tiie rxccp- 
tion of three sleeping oars. The train was 
made up of two Gxprt^sa cars, a baggage and 
a smoking car, a day coach and four 
sleepers. 

Conductor Kanaly, of the limited, said : 

I was in the front end of the sleeper 
Marathon, and had just noticed that we 
were making the usual running time. \Vc 
left Syracuse ai 1.58, on time. The train 
was heavily loaded. Each of the sleepers 
had about twenty passengers. It was very 
foggy and the engineer, of course, expected 
that tlie Montezuma sidetrack would be all 
right for him. The first inilicnition 1 had of 
the accident wa9 when I fcjlt a sudclen ap- 
plication of the air brake.". A moment 
later ciune the cru.sli. 'J'hat is all I can tell, 
except that the engine went clear through 
the caboo.se of a freight train ami then roll- 
ed down an en)b:inknieut. The day coach 
telescoped the smoking car, and whe'ii I got 
out of doors they wrie all mixed up with 
the express and luggage cars. The sleepers 
did not I«nve the rails.'' 

C. J. Sullivan, of tin's city, wnt on the 
train in the car behind the smoker. Re- 
garding the accident he said : 

The freight train, with whicli our train 
collided, was running on passenger train 
time. When the crash came the scone was 
a terrible one, and the sliricks of the wound- 
ed and imprisoned in the wreckage waS' 
heart-rending. The accident occurred at 
3 o'clock. When I left the dead and 
wounded were scattered about on the 
jground inside the tracks, and the surviving 
passengers were doing all the could for the 
relief of the wounded. The victims, so far 
as I could see, were all men who were in the 
smoking car. Mone of the passengers in 
the sleeping cars wore injured. 

John T. Bowdish, of Boston, who had a 
narrow escape cave a similar account of 
the accident. Re said no one in the rear 
end of the wreck was injured. The atten- 
dants of the express and baggage cars had 
retired to the rear coaches to catch a little 
sleep, and the entire fatalities were there- 
fore contined to tlie ciccupanls of llie smok- 
ing car and loconiiitivc. 

A West .'iliore ollicial says that frnin what 
can be learned there is no doulu that the 
accident of this morning was the result of 
the neglect of the enndnelor of the freight 
train to .send back a llaginan to warn trains 
moving on tlie s.inie track. 

The jury returned a verdict finding Con- 
ductor 1'obin and Plugman Ct:nueUy guilty 
of criminal negligence. Both men have 
fled. 



A TALE FOR THE MARINES. 

How the GrAZ7 Captain of a Bark Navleated 
the Seas and Killed Himself. 

New York, August G.— The steamship 
Finance, of the United States and Brazil 
mail lino, has arrived at Brooklyn with the 
crews of two vessels. One crew bel6nged 
to the barkcntine Steadfast, which recently 
went Bshote on the island of Sunta Cruz ; 
the other crew consists of alleged mutinous 
sailors of the Norwicgan b:irk Hugo Fnrtes- 
Cue. One of the Fortescue's sailors tells a 
fomantic ynrn about thevoyageof the bark. 
He said when off ^lacao, the captain of the 
vessel, a Swede, acted in a very peculiar 
manner. He ordered the vessel steer ed in 
every direction and let her drift with the 
winds, 'J'liis was kept U]) for three ilays. 
Then the captain siiiMenly steered for .Mai - 
unhani. W'lienthe lighlliouse was sighted 
at the entrance to the harhor, the eajitain 
began to run the vessel on the rocks. 'I'lien 
the second mate took the ^^lu■cl. The cap- 
tain did not resist. He went Ijelinv nnd 
there Viecame very violent. When the ves- 
sel came to anchor llie caplai.i and iiis wife 
went ashore. The captain did not [•!turn 
to the ship. Several days later the .Swedish 
consul canio aboard with a charge of nuuiny 
made against ihe ciew. When the men ap- 
peared before the consul the captain was 
there also. He said they had mutinied 
because of the shortness of provisions. 

There were plenty of provisions on lh(- 
ship. The consul then told of the captain's 
conduct. The day after the iiMjuiry the 
captain came dboard the bark again. The 
day after he returned about noon, the 
crew heard the rapid discharge of a pintol. 
The captain was found lying on the lloor 
with a smoking revolver by his side. The 
sailors then became convinced that the ofli- 
ce.r had been insane for some time. After 
the ' captain's detth, his brother took 
cliarge of the vessel. He shipped a new- 
crew. 

THE SITUATION IN CHINA. 

Foreigners Ori;i,nl/.» Armi»d Companies to 
FlL'ht the UlotepB. 

Ni:w "i'oHK, June Ti — A letter fron, an 
American geutlennin at Hankow, China, 
dated June 2.3, says : 

At present we have two gunboats hero. 
There are at all points below here from two 
to three gutiboats of dill'erent nations, so 
that for the present rioting is (Hielled in 
the Vangtse river valley. Upon the with- 
drawal of the gunboats, I think that, unless 
there is a radical change, there will be 
trouble up and down the river. W e or- 
ganized a ilefense coiiunittee here, put ai-nis 
in the hands of all male moiiibera of the 
community, and are pretty w'ell inepared 
for any trouble lh.it may arise. \\\- can 
muster over 100 breech-loadiiig guns, iind 
most of the men are experts in handling 
them. We have a conimii nder-iii- chief, our 
collector of enstonis, who is an old sol- 
dier, and two division coiiiniaiiders— a Rus- 
sian and myself. S\'c have signals arranged 
to alarm the commuuily in case of a rising 
against us, and have two rendezvous on the 
rivor front to which all women and children 
will bo taken in case of necessity, and 
whore they will bo guarded or placed on 
the steamer, should there bo any in port. 
Once the women and children are safely dia- 

Sosed of, the men will do what they can to 
ofend the settlement. We will make it 
hoi for ^ytbing that conien oiu: way. 



A VILLAGE WIPED OUT. 

InoITeiisIveGitliieus In Paraguaf Uasaacred by 
Outlaws— The Honses Burned And 
Looted. 

New York, August 0. — A morning paper 
says that harrowing details of a terrible 
massacre of inoffcnsivo residents of an 
isolated village in Paraguay by half- 
savngc natives has reached this city by muih 

According to the advices 15Umcn, women 
and children were wantonly slaughtered and 
then butchered. The natives celebrated 
their victory with wild orgies. 

The all'uir occurred on the nighl of March 
10th and the news has been delayed in 
reaching liere by the lack of lacilities for 
communication with the outside world. 

According to the details which were |)i,b- 
lished in the La Democracia at Assunipt ion, 
Paraguaj', a band of most lawles? natives, 
angered by some political dilVerencea with 
the residents of the neighboring villiige of 
Islapan, descended on the Utter jilace and 
began the slaughter by an attack on the 
house of , lodge ( iauna. 

The attacking bund was lieiided by the 
notorion.s bandit, Benito lieuitez, and 
murdered ,\boul 'tO ni'-n. 

On arriving at judge (Jamia's house the 
desperadoes surrounded it and opened lire 
from the rear. There were but four people 
there ut the lime, Judge (jaunn's aged wife 
and hhs two sons and daughters. The 
judgr himself and another son were absent 
on business. 

The tire of the dcsperAdoes was relurneil 
by the men in the house, the women aiding 
them by loading the guns as fast as they 
were emptied. 

'V\'lien the ammunition of those in the 
house was exhausted the desperadoes en- 
tered and killed the two sons and took the 
women prisoners. 

At the beginning of the attapk some of 
the inhabitants, attracted by the tiring, 
rushed into the streets and fired into the 
niob, hut a <letachment of desperailoes 
rushed upon them and murdered them and 
their neighbors, pillaging and burning their 
houses. 

Both humble homes and homes of luxury 
were destroyed by tire, not even churches 
were sjiared. 

At the church of the luinuiculate Concep- 
tion mass was being celebrated al the tin,e 
when tlie raiders came. Denied udniission 
to the church, tiiey forced an entiance, and 
waited patiently for the conclusion of the 
services before they began their blooily 
work. 

The jiriest was among the shun and in 
the looting of the edifice not an article of 
the slightest value was left by tlie raiders. 

Many who sought to take refuge ou the 
opposite shore of the Paraguiy river, that 
(lows near the city, were devoured by 
sharks. 

The attack on the hdir.e of Judge .Siibel- 
dia, at the other end of the village, was 
despcr.itely resisted and .several raiders 
Were killed, the leaders, Henitez and Mai 
tinez, being among them. In all, eleven 
raiders and loO inhabitants were killed. 

The latest news fi oni the scene of the ter- 
rible sloughter stated that the government 
troops were pursuing the outlaws.

The victors, however, lost whatever 
strength the previously ovcu.solil c judition 
of the market had coiifei ied on their aide, 
und a fresh selling niovcnienl <ui Thursday 
produced a rela]).se in ]irices to about the 
level toiulied under .Moiiiliy's attack. 
During the rc-iiiiiindi-r of the wrek,the 
contest was kept up with diininisliiiig in- 
terest, but with the balance of advantage 
inclining to tho "bears." The "bull" elo- 
nieiil is doi iniint for the time being, regard- 
ing the situation as niipropitiona at the 
moioent for uct ive npcr.il ions, but retaining 
conlidcnce in thuir pesilion. This partial 
revival will do good aa a lest of the market, 
and WHS probably started as a Iceler in 
prospect of future coutenipluled jilans. 
The "bulls" certainly do not lind in the 
situation of the moment any points strong- 
ly favoring a rise; and yet suppused possi- 
bilities seem to encourage many of them to 
hohl their stocks teniicioualy.

In 
tht; lirsl place, the patience und euduraiico 
of holders of stocks have been tested to 
close ujioii the breahing |ioiiil, and there is 
no reeiiperatiii;.' i-leinent within sight. .Next, 
the " liear " element is becoming bolibu-, 
and v,e have not yet si'eii what i/ould be 
aeeoniplished by the large ]irofes-^ioiial 
si-llfis win) attack the niai ket by sales of 
tens of thoiisaiiils of shares. Again, witbi". 
the last few vlays, tlie prospects of the corn 
crop have becmi.e beclouded by the pro- 
tracted cold weather in llu; corn bell com- 
ing upon the lateness of the crop. This is 
very important. .'\L'ain, the syuiplonis in 
piditical circles indicate lhal Ihe silver

Although no new linaneial 
disiistors are occurring abroad, and call 
money is superabundant, yet money on 
time is put out with extreme cuulion, 
owing to a vuguo fear that further troubles 
may arise some time durinjj the next f»w 
weeks. Finally, although call loans rule 
very low here, and the reserves of the New 
York banks are about three times the 
amount, at this date, iu 1H!)() or I SSI), in the 
absence of any ability of the Treasury to 
afford help to the market, if needed, that 
factor is not sufficient to afford certain [.>ro- 
tection against stringency as the full ad- 
vances. These are not assuring circum- 
stances.
